Demand For Wool 


Prairie Farmers’ Wool Sold at Sat- 
isfactory Prices 

Though they will not receive so 
much as was at one time expected, 
farmers of Western Canada will re- 
ceive very satisfactory prices for their 
wool, Heavy shipments from Aus- 
tralia caused some/delay in disposing 
of the wool, and were also influential 
in keeping prices at a somewhat low- 
er level than indicated earlier in the 
season. However, at the prices ob- 
tained, farmers will be well remuner- 
ated’ for their efforts in sheep raising. 

Manitoba farmers. disposed of 
361,585 pounds of wool, which realiz- 


ed $208,000, This only refers to 
wool sold through the Wool Grow- 
ers’ Co-operative Society, It is under- 
stood that some farmers sold their 
wool privately earlier in the season, 

An average price of 611%4c a pound 
was paid for the wool marketed 
through the co-operated branch of 
the Saskatchewan department of ag- 
riculture, This branch handled 394,- 
000 pounds of wool for farmers in 
various parts of the province, remit- 
ting them 45 cents a pound on receipt 
of the wool.

Combination of Circumstances Which 
Will Bring Revival of Building 


There never was a time when Can 
ada, from coast to coast, needea 
building up so much as right now. 
Public. works, railway construction, 
municipal improvements and housiny 
in cities and towns, all figure in the 
jafter-the-war revival of building 
Naturally, there is a tendency just 
(at the present time, for holding back, 
(with the expectation that labor and 
materials will ease off, but as soon 
as the spring of 1919 opens we may 
jexpect to see many new projects 
ted, Our railway systems need to 
be overhauled, our canals and docks 
jneed repairs and extensions, public 
highways must be constructed, ware- 
houses, factories, aid residences mug 
|be built. The shortage of Goal has 
| brought home to us all the import- 
|ance of developing our coal mines, 
and our timber industry has briglit 
prospects to be kept active in the re- 
building of shattered Europe. 

Already the federal government 
has taken a firm stand in going ahead 
with many big public works that 
were held up during the war. Muni- 
cipalities having had their borrowing 
restrictions removed, are doubling 
their budgets this year, to provide for 
the necessary, work that has been 
shelved since 1914, Manufacturers 
and merchants aie realizing that to 
keep pace with the spirit of the times, 
extensions are needed, A general sur- 
vey of housing accommodations in 
cities of 25,000 population and over, 
'goes to show that a serious shortage 
of houses exists all over the country. 
In summing up the situation in the 
west there is a combination of cir- 
cumstances that gives reasons, why 
building should go ahead in 1919. 
These might be classed ag follows: 

That with the speedy return of our 
soldiers from overseas it is impera- 
tive that employment should be pro- 
vided. \ 

That factory facilities for produc- 
ing construction and building ma- 
terials are available at all points. 

That there is little danger of labor 
troubles during the demobilization 
and reconstruction period, as. skilled 
mechanics, laborers, capital and in- 
dustry, are all displaying a spirit of 
“give and take,” that makes for safety 
this ‘year, 

That contractors who have been 
hard hit during the war are willing 
to take small profits on contracts. 

That prices for building, factory 
and warehouse sites, and for homes, 
are much cheaper than in pre-war 
years, 

That our railways are better able 
to make quick and sure delivery of 
material than in the rush seasons of 
war and pre-war days. 

That in stimulating the building 
trade, it means that subsidiary fac- 
tories will be kept going, with full 
pay rolls, which in itself, spells 
Prosperity. 

That if public works, railway con- 
struction, municipal improvements 
and building generally is proceeded 
with, it will show the world there is 
confidence in Canada, thus bringing 
in more capital, industry and immi- 
gration, 

Immigration and capital is what 
Canada needs, ‘Take western Cana- 
da, two-thirds the size of the United 
States, having a population of less 
than one person to the square mile, 
while Great Britain has 470, France 
190 and the United States 33. Surely 
under these favorable settlement con- 
ditions Canada will be the magnet for 
men and money, during reconstruc- 
tion, Following the civil war people 
scoffed at the idea that Chicago would 
ever become more than a healthy lake 
town, but .agricultural and commer- 
cial conditions demanded a great city 
on the spot where Chicago now 
stands. So it is with many of the 
cities of western Canada today, with 
this difference, that no country in the 
history of the world has attracted to 
its borders a larger number in so 
short a time, previous to the war, 
than has the Canadian west, The fact 
that large American financial institu- 
tions are already establishing 
branches in Canada and that Cana- 
dian banking houses are extending 
their service in Great Britain, Europe, 
and eyen in the far east, gives hope 
to Canada of being in a position to 
participate in foreign trade to a cwn- 
siderable extent, 

During pre-war years Western 
Canada was favorably known in all 
civilized countries, Canadian soldiers 
have had the opportunity of mingl- 
ing with millions of men during the 
great war, with the result that frst 
hand information has been told of 
the advantages that Canada, as a 
land of promise, offered after the 
war, All pre-war publicity and the

EDITORIAL 


Safeguarding the Future 


For a period of more than four 
years the people of all the great 
nations, and of many of the smaller 
nations as well, have been engaged in 
works of destruction on a scale hith- 
‘erto unknown in the world’s history. 
Even what might, in a sense, be 
termed constructive work had for its 
object the providing of means and 
machinery whereby the actual work 
of destruction might be augmented. 
Almost the only exception to — this 
general rule has been in the produc- 
tion of food that the human 
night not become wholly extinct.

For more than fifty years follow- 
ing the American Civil War and the 
Franco-Prussian war, the peoples of 
the world were engaged in the multi- 
farious activities of the greatest per- 
iod of invention and industrial and 
commercial enterprise ever known. 
The world was revolutionized in that 
ame, but along with the marvellous 
MH iormation which took place in 
the realms of science, commerce and 
edification, there were also created so- 
cial and economic conditions result- 
ing in the creation of great combines 
and financial. and industrial institu- 
tions, in the massing of unheard of 
fortiines by the few and the impoy- 
erishiment of the many, the develop- 

+ ment of slums in large cities, lead- 
ing in turn to the spread of socialis- 
tic doctrines, the organization of 
labor, the ensuing struggle between 
capital and tabor, and a general feel- 
ingof unrest. 


Then came the Great War, and in 
the face of threatened destruction of 
those principles of personal liberty 
and those democratic institutions 
which are dearer to mankind than all 
things, the classes and the masses, 
capital and labor, the learned and 
the ignorant, in a word all men, laid 
aside their individual grievances and 
joined hands in a common defence of 
those things, the loss of which would 
have ment the loss of something 
dearer than life itself. And in the 
fierce struggle which followed, the 
work of destruction of life and pro- 
perty went on on a colossal scale. 
Fifty years of constructive effort 
wefe swallowed up in less than five 
years of wholesale destruction. 

Once again the people of the world 
ace the constructive tasks of peace, 
The work of reconstruction, rehabi- 
litation, must be proceeded with, but 
‘under great difficulties. The workers 
of the world have been reduced by 
the millions killed, and the hundreds 
of thousands maimed for life or re- 
duced to physical and nervous 
wrecks of their former selyes, A 
Staggering burden of debt has been 
rolled up, and ihe means of carrying 
that burden reduced, The whole 
world must be again transformed 
from a war to a peace basis, and 
enormous social problems created by 
the war must be faced and solved,

The condition is one which, it will 
be seen at a glance, calls for two

There is only one method whereby 
the scemingly impossible situation 


now existant in all countries can be

thrift on the part of the individual 
citizen, During the years before the 
war, Canadians, and probably it is 
not wide of the mark to say Western 
Canadians in particular, were ex- 
Pending money with a  lavishness 
which was not only unwise, unneces- 
si 


y, unjustified, but absolutely fool- 
ish, even criminally so. In 
country things were discarded and 
cast aside waste which 
among frugal people were saved and 
transformed into something of value 
and devoted to a useful purpose. The 
majority of Canadians spent each 
year the full amount of their earn- 
ings. They laid nothing, or next to 
nothing, aside for a rainy day. 
While everything was flourishing 
and times were good the folly of this 
course did not impress itself upon 
the multitude. They had never ex- 
perienced the proverbial “rainy day,” 
and cotthd not imagine that such a 
The

as useless 


time might come. But it came. 
Great War brought it, and in the 
weeks following. August 4, 1914, 
thousands of people suddenly realiz- 
ed, when it was too late, the value 
of savings, of a reserve account. 
Many an apparently flourishing busi- 
ness went to the wall because it had 
not built up a reserve for times of 
stress and emergency, and workmen 
thrown out of employment without 
warning found themselves without 
the means of livelihood until 
work could be found. 

As time went on the war created 
an artificial prosperity in- the pro- 
duction of war supplics and cquip- 


ment, and it is probably true that, 
but for the loes of life, and the ac- 
cwnulation of a big national debt, 
Canada did not suffer as a result of 


other 


the war. But the greatest care must 
be exercised or Canada will suffer in 
these first years of peace. Prices 
obtainable for our products will de- 
cline, and decline faster than will the 
cost of living and the burden of 
taxation, Unless our government are 
in a position to proceed with great 
national undertakings, involving large 
expenditures, a business depression 
will follow. The problems of peace 
will be, for Canada, more difficult of 
solution than the problems of war, 
There is only one way to- overcome 
the difficulties’ confronting the peo- 
ple of this country, It is by the 
exercise of, thrift by the individual 
citizen. Thrift and saving should 
become a habit now while the prices 
of our products are high and work 
still plentiful. Every possible dollar 
should be saved now, and held In 
reserve against a possible adverse 
future, If adverse conditions do not 
arise, then the man or woman who 
has saved a little something will be 
in a position to take advantage 
such opportunities as may present 
themselves; if the adverse conditions 
do come, they will be able to stave 
off sorrow and disaster for themsel- 
ves and prove a strength instead of 
a weakness to their community and 
nation, Y 
Every person should, therefore, 
make an effort to saye something 
each week or month from their earn- 
ings. The larger the amount the 
better, but at all events something. 
An easy way to make a beginning is 
by the purchase of one or more 
Thrift Stamps at stated periods of 
time, These little twenty-five cent 
stamps, small in themselves, quickly 
amount to a substantial total and 
can be made a mighty factor in safe- 
guarding the future, They serve a 
double purpose; They save for the in- 
dividual purchaser, and they supply 
the Federal Government with the 
necessary revenues to keep the na- 
tional life of Canada strong and Vig-

Berlin. 7 Chancellor Ebert told 
the United Press that Germany’ will 
do everything to comply with peace 
conditions based on the 14 points, but

London, — Details of the proposed 


new for 


constitution Germany, 
drawn up recently at a conference of 
widely known authorities on consti- 
tutional law, including the state sec- 
retary of the interior in the Ebert 
government, are given in an official 
despatch sent out from Berlin and 
picked up here. It states that the 
empire is to. consist of its former 
component states besides any terri- 
torics which by virtue of the right of 
self-determination desire to be 


re- 
ceived into the empire. 

The flespatch declares: that the 
people have the right, regardless of 


former frontiers, to erect new Ger- 
man free states within the empire 
provided any such free state has a 
population of 2,000,000. Ti the peo- 
ple of a border country wish to join 
the German empire the assent of the 
German people shall be required. 

The imperial president who is to 
be elected by the people must be 35 
years old, and~ must have’ been a 
Citizen of Germany for 10 years be- 
fore the election. He will be elec- 
ted by an absolute majority of all 
the votes of the empire,

Halifax, N. S, — That all the Can- 

adians now overseas can be

on the Olympic is the opinion of 
Licut*-Col. Yates, officer commanding 
the troops on board the great occan 
ferry throughout her recent voyage. 
Col. Yates said he felt that this trip 
hag been the most successful yet 
made by a transport bringing home 
Canadians.
